Proposition to Be Submitted to Vote at 
Annual Meeting of the Com¬ 
pany Next Month 

Sale of the holdings of the Sierra 
Madre Water ('onipan\ to the City of 
Sierra Madre will he voted upon at the 
annual meeting of the company to he 
held Thursday evening, February h. 'I'lie 
price stipulated as the basis for the sale 
is the same as that fixed a year 

ago. This was agreed upon at the joint 
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session held Tuesday evening by the 
city trustees and the directors of the 
Water Company. 

Official notice of the annual meeting 
will l)e sent out by Secretary Perry 
within a few days. 'I ne directors of 
the company will also prepare a state¬ 
ment explaining the reasons which seem 
to make such a step advisable at this 
time. The principal reason for action 
just now is the admitted necessity for 
the prompt developnient of more water. 
This would necessitate a stock assess¬ 
ment which would probably mean a 
heavy burden to the stockladders, and it 
is thought that most of them will favor 
municipal ownership and further de¬ 
velopment by the city as a preferable 
step. Messrs. Blumer, Jones and Tor¬ 
rance are now drawing up the statement 
to be presented to the stockholders. 

The proposition to lease tla* company > 
plant to the city for a period of twenty 
years was considered at the joint meet¬ 
ing but was considered less desirable 
than an outright sale to the city. bile 
tliere was some ditliculty in reaching 
agreement on the figures involved in the 
transaction, a greater obstacle was 
thought to be the ditliculty of getting 
the agreeimuit of a large nninlM'r of jn-o- 
ple t(» a proposition so complicated that 
few of them would take the pains to 
inform themselves of the actual de¬ 
tails.

holders it is probable no steps wouhl be 
taken by the city looking to the pur- 
chaw until the condemnation proceed¬ 
ings against the Baldwin e.state are con¬ 
cluded.

CARE OF WHITE HAIR. 

How to Treat It and Preserve Its Color 
by Simple Methods. 

No kind of hair is prettier than the 
white, but it Is something of a task to 
keep white hair really white. 

Dusty brushes soon make white hair 
look rather muddy. The woman whose 
hair is white needs to wash combs and 
brushes every three or four days. 
White hair is more brittle than other 
kinds, so it must be handled gently— 
no tugging and no washes that are 
too strong; al.so when being dried care 
must be taken not to u.se too much 
heat. 

Though some white haired women 
use ordinary shampoo mixtures with 
impunity, they do so at their peril, 
for these shampoos are apt to make 
white hair ludicrously streaky. The 
finest bath for it is made by mixing 
the whites of two eggs lightly with a 
tablespoonful of warm water. This 
egg shampoo may be rubbed into the 
scalp, and the hair should be carefully 
parted so that the scalp may be 
reached. The long hair may be thor¬ 
oughly washed with it also. Then the 
scalp and hair must be rinsed thor¬ 
oughly with lukewarm water. After 
this rinse it in cold water. The best 
water for white hair Is that from the 
spring or that which has been filtered. 

The white haired woman should be¬ 
ware of tonics for the hair and scalp. 
Women with dark locks may safely 
use these, hut not she of the snowy 
tresses. With great care in the appli¬ 
cation crude oil may he used once in 
awhile, or the scalp may be rubbed 
gently with a little white vaseline 
Any grease, however, must be kept off 
the long hair; otherwise dust will he 
very quickly collected, and this WIK 
make the hair lose its luster. 

Shampooing white hair with leiBon 
Is excellent treatment. Put half the 
cut lemon In a thin muslin cloth and 
rub It over the scalp, first thoroughly 
wetting the scalp. A few drops of 
bluing in the rinsing water will give 
the much admired silvery glint to white 
hair.

I MEASURERS OF LENGTHS. 

I How the Standards of France and 
I Great Britain Are Preserved. 

j At the bureau of weights and meas¬ 
ures at Sevres, France, the standard 
meter of metal, which is the standard 
length of the world, is kept carefully 
in an underground vault and is in¬ 
spected only at long intervals. In 
Great Britain similar care is exercised 
in guarding the standard yard meas¬ 
urement. As it was possible for these 
metal standards to be destroyed or 
damaged In the course of time, it was 
decided a number of years ago to de¬ 
termine the exact length of the stand¬ 
ards in wave lengths of light, which 
would be a basis of value unalterable 
and indestructible. For this purpose 
the Instrument known as the interfer¬ 
ometer was Invented. This Instrument 
represented the highest order of work- 
manshli) and the greatest skill of the 
best opticians of the world. A series 
of refracting plates w’as made, the 
surfaces of which were flat within 
one-twentieth of a wave length of 
light, with sides parallel within one 
second, representing the utmost refine¬ 
ment of optical surfaces ever attempt¬ 
ed. 

With the interferometer perfected 
the attempt was made to make the 
wave length of some definite light an 
actual and practical standard of 
length. For over a year scientists 
worked to this result, a.ud ex¬ 

periments finally showed that 
were l,553.1fi414 wave lengths of red 
cadmium light in the French stand¬ 
ard meter at 15 degrees centigrade. 
So great is the accuracy of these ex 
periments that they can be repeated 
within one part in two millions. So 
Inconceivably small is such a posslbil 
ity of error that should the material 
standard of length be damaged or de¬ 
stroyed the standard wave length of 
light would remain unaltered as a ba¬ 
sis from which an exact duplicate of 
the original standard could be made.
